The Bohemia sailed from Hambarg 

on Sept. 8 and was due yesterday mom- 
inf. The health officers waited with 
anxiety for her coming and at 9:30 p. m. 
she was added to the cnolera fleet which 
rides in the lower bay. 

The captain reported eleven deaths at 
sea, aJl children, and claims they died 
of diarrhcea troubles. Four sick people 
on board were nmoved to Sitiiibanie 
Island.

"The only HU.-jiected case of chol- 
era in this city Bince hist bulletin 
is Edward Hoppe, of 1(5:23 Madison 
avenue, who died jraiterdaj. It iamider 
investigation." 

The four iifiniigrnnt ^;irls who landed 
from the Fricv land and who are sup- 
posed to have introduced the cholera 
toto tliis city have been sent to the 
Willard Parker hospital, where they 
will be detained until th« disease i.s 
etainped out. 

A conference wa.s hi'ld at the mayor's 
office yesterday- between the mayor. 
President Wilson, of the board of 
health. Public Works Comuiipsioner 
Gilroy and Police Commissioner Mar- 
tin and other <ilficiHl8. The cholera sit- 
uation was discussed, and it wa-s stotoil 
that the mayor hud din ided ti; ask the 
jireirident to stop all immigration to thin 
country until all danger was patined. 

The iiiayc'r also notified ( 'oiiiuiissioner 
of Street ("Ipaiiing Hrennan that tliere 
was a suflicient supply of water avail- 
able for flushing tht* titi eets. In the vic- 
inity of the river fronts, the mayor in- 
foriiHMl the coinmissioners that the river 
water could he used and the fire depart- 
ment would co-operate by furnishing 
men and engines fur this purpose.

Ho Cholera to Brookljra. 

Bkooklyn, Sept. 17.— The health de- 
partment reports that there is absolute- 
ly no cholera in Brooklyn. The sudden 
death of the Polish Hebrew girl on 
State street yesterday caused a scare 
among the health authorities for a few 
hours, but the investigation made of 
the case has satisfied them it was not 
cholera.

Cleveland, Sept. 17.— Tha Iron Trade 
Review ujn of the conditloa of th< 
trade; An improved tone and soma an 
ticipatory notes of a better status is the 
report from tha most of the iron and 
steel trade canters of tha country thi 
weak. Most statemanta about th< 
markat are qualified, howarar, ia view 
of tha transitional state in which nearly 
all branches of the trade have been sinet: 
tha mill resumption, and it has been 
very difficult to sift temporary condi 
tiona from those likely to he more per-

THE SECOND DATS DOINGS 



All the Old Offlner* Re-Klo«tod Ae- 
elamatton— The riatform and Bosoln- 
thins x<i.>i>t<'<i— Whet Was UoM at the 
Womvn'it .Meeting. 

BrrPALO, Sept. 17.— The second day 
of the Republican league meeiitig open- 
ed auspiciously. The attendance was 
nine li l;i,-g, ;- tlian the first, many new 
delegates arriving during the nigTit. 

The day wjis a bu^y one and no less 
than four separate meetings were on the 
program. The morning business session 
was supposed to open at 10 a. m., but it 
was nearer 11 when there was a quorum 
present and the president's gavel fell. 

The committee on leagtie work re 
ported the league had demonstrated that 
its work was of great importance to the 
party and that the campaign of educa- 
tion pressed by them was fruitful. They 
recommended the ptirchasing of Repub- 
lican papers and the distnbuting of 
them to the voters of the statea for educa- 
tional purposes. Funds should ba used 
to promote the organising of clubs for 
the promotioti of social and political in 
toroourse. 

The committee on resolutions report- 
ed through Qeoaral Fairchild tide plat- 
form: 

The representatives of tha Republioan 
clubs of the United States in convention 
assembled, mindful of tha splendid his- 
tory of the Republicaa party, a history 
luminous with neroio services, rendered 
our beloved country, make tna ftdlow- 
ing declaration of pniu iples: 

First— We heartily pii(lfir'=<> tlie wi<e. pa 
tridtic and statesmnnlike adniiiii -Ir.'ition 
of President Harrisdn. 

.^second — Helii viiig tli.it tlic principles iiii 
niiuiicfcl l)y the repreneiitat i ves ,,f t he !{<• 
publican party at .Minneapolis in iiationul 
<(iliv< ntii)M a-;>i iiil)led, fully expresses tlie 
sentiiiieuts of the Republican league of tlie 
I'nited ."»tates We therefore must cor- 
dially indorse those priuclpltiB to the end 
that the continiietl prospsrityof thscoan- 

try may be assured. 

Third— Hepubllcan party has been from 
its birth the advocate of all measures of 
advanceiuent and progress. Its principles 
are and always have been such a.s a|)- 
peal to young men haviiiH the gooii of 
their country at heart. We conlially in- 
vite all young voters who believu in the 
prosjierity and perpetuity of the Union, to 
unite their poUtieal fwtuues with the Re- 
publican party. 

Fourth— Resolved, That It be expressed 
as the sense of this convention that the 
Uepublican press of the country is one of 
the most potent agencies that may be em 
ployed to promote the principles of Re- 
publicanism, and that it is worthy of the 
hearty enooturagemsot and sappwt ot all 
Uepublicans. 

The paltform was adopted without 
debate.

F.ach < 'oUcire Uepiih 
lican c lub shall be entitled to om; di li f,'Hlf , 
and each college wluuv tlu n- i.^ l)ut oau 
college in thi- i:oiigression;il di.strict where 
thu college is l()(rtte4l to two dwlegates in 
th« natieiiiil convention. The title of col 
leges to r>'pre.sentatiou under this provision 
shall he ^iiliject to the action of the exccii 
tive roliliuitli-e. 

\\'e reciiiiiiiicud lh;it Uepul il iciuis ic-^id 
iliR in tlie l)i^tl■i(■t < ! i Mhniibia hav iiiu'a 
le;_'al re-,iden('i' in the states and territories 
coiHK'Ct themselves with the National Re- 
publican leav'ue. 

The election of ofHcers waa naxt taken 
up, and (General .Tames .S. Clarkson was 
re-elected president and A. B. Hum- 
phrey, of ^ew York, was re-elected sec- 
retary, both by acclamation. 

The ine.sent treasurer, W. Louns- 
berry, was ah-o elected by acclamation, 
and then each state named a vice presi- 
ilent and a mambar of tha axaontive 

Conilllittee. 

After (ieiieral t 'larkson had made a 
brief adilresA in acknowledgment of his 
re-election, twucanipaigu clubs umrchtjd 
into the hall escorting the Hon. White- 
law Held. There was a scene of the 
wildest enthusiasm, the delegates stand- 
ing on the chairs and shoBnag them- 
selves hoarse. 

When order hod been rsatorad after 
much trouble by the president, Mr. 
Held was iiitnxl.iced, and said: "Notice 
was served upon me that no speech was 
exjiected and that you were alxiut to 
adjourn for dinner. 1 shall not <letaiii 
you now, therefore, except to thank you 
and congratulate you upon the fact that 
the Republican fires are burning bright- 
ly and tliat the outlook is most encour- 
aging. Because there has not been more 
noise and bluster the Democrats shout 
about apathy in the Rejiublican party. 
I beg of 3-011 not to dis.iliuse their minds 
of that belief, l.rt ih -m believe if they 
will that eastern state events have dis- 
couraged us. They have rai.sed such 
bopsa oefore. They will l>e rucUdy sliat- 
tstad in Novemlier! just as usual. I fin- 
ish my remarks with thanks for the 
pleasure of addressing you." 

There were three hearty cheers and 
then a motion was jmt and carried that 
with thanks to the jieople of Buffalo the 
convention atljourn sine die. 

Three cheers were given Harrison and 
Reid and tlien an impromptu reception 
was held by Mr. Reid on the stage, all 
of the delegates paying their resi)ect8. 

At the mass-meeting in the artemoon 
Mr. Reid and Clarkson both sjMiko. 

Louisville and the second Wednesday 
in May next were decided upon as the 
place and time f ^r holding m» next Re- 
publican league convention. 

Til* Wuiiien'i Meeting. 

In an adjoining hall Mrs. J. Ellen Fos- 



ter i)resl<led over a meeting of women 
at which there was a very fair attend- 
ance. 

Mrs. Foster opened the mw?ting with 
preliminary remarks jireparatory to the 
work the women exuected to do in the 
camjiaign. She said that it was an ac- 
knowledged fact that the iiiHuence of 
Women was ureat, ami whv sliouM it not 
be as great in politics, in imie jiolitii s as 
in other pure things? 

The relation of women to politics 
would be to purify them, to make the 
issues moral ones, and to educate at 
least their soiis. the voters, to vote for 
their coimtry s welfare, and not simply 
in a blind way for a party. 

She said the object of the association 
was to encourage women to ytudy Re- 
publican doctrines, and to arouse gocsl 
men to action, and to help the election 
arr. treating e,098 |pati»Dts. Ontside of 
the hospitals and barracks there are 
prui-tically no patientn. Two thousand 
and eight hunflred of flie patients now 
under treatment are (,»f tho dregs of the 
< It y s population. They Uve in abject 
mis.^^1 y in the filthiest quarters, and are 
of tho class which has suffered most se- 
verely from every epidemic of the last 
fifty vears. The other liOO patients, with 
hardly a dozen exceptions, belong to tho 
families of fairly ])rosperous artisans. 
Of the persons whi^ have died of cholera 
in the last three weeks. ii.OOO, or about 
40 per cent., were c hildren. In l,tX)0 
families In )tli parents have been taken. 

The board of health have just finished 
an investigation of the tenement dis- 
tricts of Hamm. Horn, P.arnlK'ck and 
llaiiinierbrook. An appalling condition 
of affairs was revealed. A member of 
the investigating commission sa>sthat 
ever since the outbreak of the plague 
tho i»eople in these distric ts have defied 
every law of sanitation. Hardly a tene- 
ment house was found in the four 
suburbs where any sanitary conveniences 
whatever had been jirovidod by the land- 
lord. Cesspools Iwhind most of' the tene- 
ments have l;een kept tilled with decay- 
ing garbage, while in houses thirty fei t 
off iiersons wera sleeping, seven or eight 
in .1 room. 

Siiu e the scarcity of employment has 
be. ri felt, the conmiissioners said, the 
l)eoiile in these houses have only had 
vegetables and refuse meat to eat. 
After deaths from choleni they have 
neglected to use any of the disinfecting 
muterials delivered to them, and have 
put on dead men's clothes In fore sani- 
tary officials were notified of the dejiths. 
The people from these localities have 
constituted conseijuently two-thirds of 
the victims of the plague and are still 
filling the hospitals with their sick. 

In Wardsbeck, where the cholera was 
supposed to have been stamped out, 
there were some thirty-five cases and 
thirteen deatlw yesterdav. The out- 
break is said to be'due to the impossibil- 
ity of collecting all the clothes In death 
rooms for disinfection. As soon as the 
people apprehend that the officials are

These discliarges 
should be received in proper vessels and 
kept covered until removed under compe- 
tent directions. Pour boiling water on 
them, put a strong solution of carbolic 
acid in them (not less than one part of acid 
to twenty ef hot soap sikIs or water.) 

Don't wear, handle or use any articles 
of dothing or fomiture that are soiled 
with cholera dis(luirj.'eH. Pour boiling 
water on them or put tliem into it, and 
scrub them with the carbolic acid solu

LegislatiTe Notes. 

The House was the only branch in ses- 
sion yesterday. A joint resolution was 
adopted by a vote of 4"^ to 2 to in.>-:truct the 
Governor to petition the President to 
allow no immigrants from cholera in- 
fected districts to be brought in this ooun< 
try in the next sixty days.

It many x>eoiilo are afraid that all 
other peo])le will he afraid, and conse- 
quently HpecnlatiTe markets decline. 
The sellitu of stocks has been qnite 
heavy, ana the decline in prices haa av- 
eraged abont |3 per share for all the ac- 
tive list. Money is in ample supply, and 
the demand from the interior i8 less than 
nsnal at this season, but large amounts 
•re held out of the loan market by peo- 
ple who are looking for exceptional op- 
portunities to buy cheaply. 

There has been much talk about 
pestilence as an excuse for low prices 
of breadstufls and cotton. But the fact 
is that the enormous stocks brouKht 
over from last year offered a ^sufficient 
reason for exceedingly low prices. 

Receipts of wheat at the principal 
western ports in four days of this week 
have been S.81G,883 bushels, while the 
Atlantic exports have been only 1,0().'>,- 
488 bushels, and it is not strange that 
the price has declined three-quartern of 
a cent. At seventy-seven and five- 
eighth cents, wheat is lower than it 
ever has been in New York, except in 
two days in 1884. 

Com has declined one- half cent in 
qmuMtby. but it is also the fiy^t that 
we sft ni advices ref^arding the growing 
crop are more favorable. 

data have fallen half a cent, and lard 
is a shade weaker. In cotton there has 
been heavy selling, and September op- 
tions are below seven cents, though the 
price for sx)ot cotton is unonanged. Oil 
has declined half a cent, bat ooffee is 
three-eighths stronger. 

At Boston trade in dry goods is un- 
usually large for Septemoer, and the 
market for print dotns is almost bare, 
while cotton goods are sold far ahead of 
production, and in bleached goods some 
advance appears. Woolen mills are 
well supplied with orders and the di.''- 
tribution is remarkably full. Boot and 
shoe shops are crowded with orders and 
leather is active, with some kinds of 
finished uppers high in prices. 

At Philadelphia trade in dry goods is 
the most satisfactorv for many years, 
and the carpet manufacturers are busy. 
Western and southern buyers are lib- 
eral in their purchases and in dress 
goods, especially, an increased trade is 
expected: wool is in fair demand, to- 
bacco improves, and trade in chemicals 
is active, and, especially, in disinfectants. 

At Pittsburg the iron trade improves 
with increased demand, though Besse- 
mer pig is weaker. Window glafs works 
are resuming, but the Moiioiigahela coal 
miners are idL^ t)f cause of n dilterenoe 
about wagf's. Trade at Cleveland is 
good in most lines and fair in dry goods, 
crockery and di u;;^, with iron in better 
demand and mnncy active, ilctail trade

cent, over hiHt yar. At Detroit orders 
for freigiit cars exceed capacity of works 
for niontliP to come, more «raiii and ore j 
are moved than in previous years and 
trade prosjieci.-; are favorahlo.

In dry goods there has lu in ;i notable 
increase in nuiiilj.T of 1)un ei«, and the 
market is more nearly b.in; of woolen 
goods than it lias been tor years, the 
jnedium Worried and IIk; bcrge trades 
having the laeference. There is u 
heavy demand Cor cottons, and medium 
lileached goocls are hi^);her with browns 
film. Carpets are sti' >iil;< r. and many 
mills demand an advaiu e uf two and 
one-half cents. 

Money has been stea<iy at 4 per cent, 
while foreign ex( hange has fallen so far 
that exj)()rts of gold are unprotitahle. 
Merchandise exports fall below last 
year, as is natural, because shipments 
theii w( re abnormal, the decrease in two 
weeks at New York being about 20 per 
cent. The treasury has added |1,00(»,- 
mt gold and |(iUU,UOO silver to its stock, 
while putting out 1400,000 additional 
l)apor. 

Here, as in all parts of the country, 
the supply of money is ample for legiti- 
mate means, and the shrinaage of siiec-
